H eights this week, seeking to in­ 
terest local people in the erection 
of his proposed factory. 
He is the 
inventor and patentee of the P rem ­ 
ier R otary Grain cleaner, which he 
has dem onstrated in m any places 
in this country' and which has won 
the approval of state and govern­ 
ment officials connected with the 
agricultural departm ents. 
His unwillingness to sell out to 
the “big boys” who in turn would 
charge exceedingly high prices for 
the machines, is the reason th a t he 
is seeking the organization of his 
own plant. 
The cleaning sieves, or 
rather indent plates, are patented 
and he has been assured of a large 
m arket for the plates alone from 
m anufacturers of milling m achin­ 
ery. 
Mr. Johnson considers th a t there 
is an unlimited m arket due to the 
vast acres in this country th a t are 
devoted to grain raising, the pro­ 
duct ol which m ust all be cleaned 
before the crop can be m arketed. 
The new process is so simple th at 
machines th at would otherwise cost 
several thousand dollars, 
can be 
sold direct to the farm er for iess 
than $300. 
Mr. Johnson has interested out­ 
siders in his product and is only 
asking a com parative small am ount 
of financial cooperation by A rling­ 
ton H eights people. 
He inspected 
the factory building of the Hume 
Pipe Co., th is week 
and thought 
that such a structuro could be util­ 
ized for the present. 
He estim ates 
th a t if the plant is located here, as 
m any as GOO men would he employ­ 
ed when it w as operating at full 
capacity. 
If sufficient interest is 
shown in Arlington Heights, he will 
set up one of the machines for the 
•people to “see for them selves.”

Schneberger 
and carried with it the provision 
that the County Clerk be notified 
oi the action of the board for his 
guidance in. the extension of the 
1930 taxes, which will be payable 
about December. 
The d ata of expenses and income 
for the years 1929 and 1930 was 
supplied by F. O. Militzer, who re­ 
ceived a very courteous reception 
and. unanimous co-operation of the 
board memoers.

The reason for cutting taxes w as 
in m ain account of the issuance of 
Teachers Payroll Bonds at a sav­ 
ing of one lier cent in interest.
